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69. (New) The attachment for a two-part IOL of Claim 46, wherein a lower modulus 
material is extended toward tHe foot of said haptic to produce a softer contact point for the eye 
tissue. 

70. (New) The attachment for a two-part IOL of Claim 54, wherein said lower 
modulus material is applied by surface treatment and molding. 

71. (New) The attachment for a two-part IOL of Claim 70, wherein said surface 
treatment is a corona or plasma treatment. 

72. (New) The attachment for a two-part IOL of Claim 70, wherein said molding is 
selected from the group consisting of dip molding, cast molding, and injection molding. 

73. (Ne^) pn^attachment for a two-part IOL of Claim 40, wherein said two-part IOL 
is configured to pass completely through a 2.5 mm or less opening. 

74. \(New) The attachment of Claim 56, wherein said two-part IOL is configured to 
pass completelAthrough a 2.5 mm or less opening without deformation to the haptic. 

75. (Netw) The attachment for a two-part IOL of Claim 40, wherein said two-part 
intraocular lens, comprises: 

a film haptic with a generally "L" shape; and 
a separate optic. 

76. (New) ^eptmjGiwnent for a two-part IOL of Claim 75, wherein said film haptic is 
configured to pass through a 2 A mm opening.
